Judging from present indications the Ee. 


publican Couuty Convention which will us 
seruhlc here OD September 20 will be one ol 
the largest gatheiings of iliat character hclJ 
in years. In addition to the nominal ion ol 
candidates there will be other business to 
transact. The formality of naming candi- 
dates will not be dispatched on the first bal- 
lot if the judgment of experienced men is re- 
liable, for it is conceded that there will be 
several close contests. In other words some 
of the several candidates must drop out be- 
fore the winner obtains his majority. The 
wide-spread interest felt in the matter of the 
Senatorial and Assembly contests will in- 
sure a very large repiesentation of the 
party. The candidates for Register and 
Treasurer will also hare their friends on 
hand. 


Aside from the naming of a ticket the Re- 


publicans interested in the proposed change 
in the system of holding county conventions 
are anxious to know what has become of that 
project. 
For their information it may be 


said that the matter is almost certain to 
come up in the form of a resolution provid- 
ing for the appointment of a competent com- 
mittee to draft a new system of nominating 
candidales which will embody all the desir- 
able features of the various systems in vogue 
in different counties of the state. If the 
matter is introduced in this way the fi lends 
of the reform will not be relieved from re1 


sponsibility, for their services will be need 
ed to see that the project is not defeated if 
referred to the Committee on Resolutions or 
the County Committee after the convention 
adjourns 
Vigilance is truly the price of 


liberty in this matter. 
Never before has 


such an opportunity been presented to those 
members of the paity who claim that they 
are disiranohised from participating in the 
naming of candidates because the conven. 
tions are held so far from their homes. By 
taking prompt action this year they may 
provide for a system of nominating candi- 
dates which will permit them to vote direct 
for the men of their choice in their own elec- 
tion districts 
Republicans all over the 


county *fe;ve complained year after year that 
the "bosses" have slaled the tickets, and 
that they have l»ad no say in the matter. 
These are the men who should be on hand to 
see that this power is no longer enjoyed by 
the politician. It is well known that there 
are hundreds o?5"voters who think little 
about these matters and care less. 
This 


makes it the duty of every intelligent man 
who comprehends the situation to impress 
upon the minds of such voters the necessity 
of attending this particular convention to 
aid in effecting a change. As the matlcr 
stands at pr 'sent Republicans may rest as- 
sured that theTesolution referred to will be 
presented to the convention for its approval 
or rejection, and upon the party at large will 
rest the responsibility of sustaining it.

the water pipes and fastened to the ventila- 
ler at the top of the cell. Then mounting a 
table placed on his cot he swung off, into 
eternity, as he supposed. The jailer, how- 
ever, felt uneasy about him, and stepping to 
the cell discovered the situation and cut him 
down before life was extinct. Hendricks 
described his experience as a most delightful 
one, and felt no pain until after he revived. 
There seems to be considerable mystery 
about the man. He is supposed by some to 
be a resident of this locality, but claims to 
come from Illinois, and says that he does 
not wish his family to learn of his disgrace,

Home from War. 


On lost Friday evening Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 


liam Brittou, at their home on Wilson street, 
gave a reception for Mrs. Britlon's brother, 
Morris Minster, who was home on a several 
days' furlough from the XI. S. torpedo 
boat Ericsson, now laying at the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard. 


The interior of the house was decorated 


with bunting and at the end of the parlor 
was a large colored picture of the battle of 
Santiago, in which Mr. Minster was a par- 
ticipant. 
The yard was also decorated with 


Chinese lanterns and flags, under which the 
guests had (heir pictures taken by flashlight. 


After the evening was well advanced 


several songs were rendered and refresh- 
ments served. Mr. Minster told of his travels 
and displayed some relics of the battle of 
Santiago. 
He left San Francisco on the 


steamer Marietta which accompanied the 
Oregon around the Horn on her memorable 
trip. At Key West he was traiisfeired to 
Ihe Ericsson and did blockade duty for four 
days at Havana. The boat Ihcn acted as 
convoy to transports carrying the army of 
17,000 men to Santiago. At the commence- 
ment of the naval battle ilie Ericsson was 
with the flagship New Yoik near Siboney 
At the news of the escaping fleel the boat 
put for the harbor at the rate of 17 knots. 
When near, orders were given to torpedo the 
Maria Teresa, but just as all was ready for 
launching the torpedo the Spaniards ran up 
the white flag from several places on board 
the ship 
Mr. Minster on the Ericsson was 


a man behind the gun," and had a good view 


of the battle, as his boat was within a hun- 
dred yards of the Viscaya when she run up 
her flags of surrender. 


Orders were then given the boat to rescue 


the Spaniards from off the burning boat, and 
the Ericsson steamed away with 150 prisoners. 


Among the relics of battle brought home 


is a piece of the American flag which was 
shot off the Ericsson by a Spanish shell from 
the western battery, opposite Morro Castle, 
when the fleet was coming out of Santiago 
harbor, exploding directly over the boat. 
The flag looks as if it were pulled out of the 
fire after two-thirds of it had been burned 
up. 


Also on exhibition at the party was a stil- 


etto taken from alongside the body of a 
Spanish officer who had evident y committed 
suicide in preference to being captured by 
what they supposed a cruel nation. 


A piece of an American shell about two 


inches long taken from the leg of a dead 
Spanish sailor on board the Oquendo, a fuse 
found near a block house at Guantanamo, a 
sailor's knife found on the Viscaya; a brass 
plate with "No. 17" cut on it was taken 
from the tool chest belonging to the gun of 
that number on board Ihe Reina Mercedes, 
sunk at the haibor entrance, a tin canteen, 
mashed nearly out of resemblance, and a 
porcelain lined bath tub fion. the cabin of 
the Reina Mercedes used as a trunk for the 
transferring of Ihe relics, were shown the 
guests.

He has been in a great 
many of the principal ports of the worldt 
and can eat fat bacon and hard tack with a 
relish, and enjoys the service except when 
stationed in a climate like that off the coast 
of Cuba where the thermometer on board the 
boat sometimes climbs as high as the 140 de- 
giee mark.

A passing cloud is sufficient 
to interrupt the clearest signals, per- 
haps in the critical moment of a battle, 
or a sun haze may render invisible the 
rays from the largest mirror, so that at 
any time without a clear atmosphere 
the system is useless. 


It is not known that the heliographic 


system has ever been in use on ship- 
board, and the sea service has nothing 
for daylight signaling that approaches 
its accomplishment in dry atmospheres. 
For night service at sea the flashlight 
appears to be the best system of signal- 
ing in all weathers, though on rare oc- 
casions the long beam of the electric 
searchlight thrown tip on the sky has 
proved effective 
for. communication 


when itwas possible by DO other means. 
An instance of such use was reported a 
few years ago by two British ships, 
which while on opposite sides of a high 
promontory nine miles in width opened 
communication with each other by 
means of dot and dash flashes on the 
sky from their searchlights.—Lippin- 
oott's.

Wanamaker Speech.

The Chairman Says the Republican 


Party "Will SarvlveWltli Vlnor Un- 
impaired," lliivlncr Endured the 8e- 
ceMlon of Snob Men as Horace Groo- 
ley end Governor Curtin, and Lived 
Through Eight Tears of Cleveland 
and Klght Years of Pattlson. 


Philadelphia, Sept 2—The political 


event of the week IB the scorching re- 
ply of State Chairman John P. Elkin to 
the tirade delivered by Mr. Wanamaker 
at the select gathering of his "business 
men In politics' last week The chair- 
man haa just returned from Chicka- 
mftuga, where he haa been looking after 
the welfare of his brother, Lieutenant 
W. P Elkin, and other fever stricken 
Pennsylvania soldiers. In discussing 
the Wanamaker deliverance he said 


"As chairman of the Republican or- 


ganization I have done everything in 
my power to bring together, In a har- 
monious campaign this fall, the con- 
tending forces In Pennsylvania politics 
In the making up of our executive and 
campaign committees we have been 
careful to give representation to all 
former factions In the party. In pursu- 
ance of this policy we have solicited the 
co-operation and counsel of all the 
leading and active party workers of the 
etat«. regardless of their post political 
affiliations The organization haa re- 
trained, up to this time, from entering 
Into any discussion of the questions 
that have divided our party in the 
state When the organization was reck- 
lessly and sometimes viciously attacked 
we have made no reply for the reason 
that we hod hoped all differences would 
be fought out within party lines, and 
tienc* we were willing to abide the de- 
cision of the Republican voters at the 
polls on the insues Involved. Since, how- 
ever, the Republicans In the conven- 
tion annembled have decided their plat- 
form ot principles, and have nominated 
a ticket In accordance with the estab- 
lished rules and customs of the party, 
and since the primaries held in the 
various counties throughout the state 
have in most Instances nominated their 
county ticket, and we still find an or- 
ganization declaring its purpose to be 
the overthrow of Republican suprem- 
acy, we feel it is time for the party, 
through Us organization, to make re- 
piy. 


OUTSIDE OF THE RANKS 


"No one will deny to Mr Wana- 


maker, or any one else claiming to be a 
Republican, the right to make any 
proper effort within the party lines to 
advance the cause he represents, but 
•when 
at a public meeting, called 


through the direction of himself and 
friends, he places himself on record in 
the following language: 'Thus far we 
have carried a banner of protest 
against the state Republican party and 
Its leadership and manipulation,' and 
then follows this up by the further 
statement, "This Is the plain duty today 
of the voters and taxpayers of Pennsyl- 
vania Independent of old party lines or 
no parties, to exterminate the ma- 
chine,' which 'machine' can only mean 
the Republican organization, there can, 
under these circumstances be no Im- 
propriety in an organization thus as- 
sailed making answer In terras whose 
meaning will not and cannot be mis- 
understood.

A WORD ABOUT TAXES 


"One of the complaints made by Mr. 


Wanamaker is that the taxpayers of 
the state are overburdened by reason 
of the exiwnses of the state adminis- 
tration and the cost of supporting our 
penal eleemosynary and charitable In- 
stitutions The charge Is In keeping 
with others made by him—H Is lack- 
Ing In every essential element of truth 
The fact H that the great mass of tax- 
payers of the state do not contribute a 
farthing in the shape of state taxation 
The state revenues are raised mainly 
by the taxation of corporations, collat- 
eral and direct Inheritances, license 
fees, fees of office and bonuses on 
charters. Real estate has not paid state 
taxes since 1866. In passing judgment 
on this question It might not be amiss 
to recall the fact that Mr Wanamaker 
pays less tax In proportion to the 
amount of money Invested and the vol- 
ume of business transacted than any 
other citizen within the confines of this 
broad commonwealth Our taxpayers 
may not know, but it Is currently re- 
ported and generally believed, that be 
transacts a business each year of from 
$12,000000 to 115,000,000, that he has in- 
vested In goods, wares and merchan- 
dise In which he traffics from $3,000,000 
to 15,000,000 On the great volume of 
business transacted by him and on the 
large Investment he has In merchan- 
dise In which he trafflcks from $8,000 000 
state government the mere pittance of 
$1,000 annually On these goods, wares 
and merchandise he pays no municipal, 
local or state tax, except the $1,000 
above mentioned It Is true he pays 
local taxes upon his real estate, but 
that Is entirely outside of the invest- 
ment in his business proper If Mr 
Wanamokor had the $5,000,000 which he 
Is now supposed to have Invested in 
his stores Invested In farms and other 
real estate, he would pay annually from 
$76,000 to $125,000 in local taxes more 
than he does at present. 


THE REAL TRUTH ABOUT IT. 
"Under the financial system which 


has been Inaugurated and built up dur- 
ing the past 20 years, and for which the 
Republican party Is responsible. 66 of 
the 67 counties of the state receive more 
money from the state than is paid in 
by them. It has bsen the policy of the 
Republican party to provide a system 
of state taxation that places the bur- 
dens of the state upon the corporations 
and othei wealthy and favored Insti- 
tutions In this way a fund Is raised 
that is distributed to the counties in 
the shape of appropriations to the com- 
mon schools and In payment of the 
saUrles of judges, county superintend- 
ents and for other like purposes. In 
this way the burdens of local taxation 
are equalized and lessened It is an 
interesting lesson to take up the re- 
ports of the state officials, which show 
how much money is received by the 
state from each county and how much 
larger sum is returned by the state 
to the county. For Instance take the

THAT CHESTER COUNTY TALE 
"While it is not within the purview 


of this interview to discuss the charges 
made by Mr Wanamaker in reference 
to the deposi* ot state funds with the 
Chester County Guarantee Trust and 
Safe Deposit company, yet I feel that 
It is proper for me to recall the facts 
in reference to the legislation upon the 
subject Prior to 1897 the state treas- 
urer, under the law, was personally re- 
sponsible for all state moneys which 
came into his hands He was required 
to give a bond for the safe keeping of 
tl»se funds 
Under this system the 


treasurer and his bondsmen, being re- 
sponsible for all state moneys, claimed 
and exercised the right to select the de- 
positories in which state funds were 
located. Mr. Darlington, aa it appear- 
ed from his testimony, was a bondsman 
of the state treasurer and had a de- 
posit In his Institution Being thus fa- 
vored, he seems to have felt himself 
called upon to make contributions In 
support of the party that extended 
these favors 
There are necessary ex- 


panses to be borne, and it is only fair 
that those who are favored by the 
party should help bear Its burdens, 
and. It would seem from his testimony 
that Mr Darlington thought It was 
proper that he should contribute, and 
that he should hava in return therefor 
a continuance of his deposit Whatever 
may be thought of the transaction it 
was certainly not one of which Mr. 
Wanamaker can complain for it re- 
sembles closely his action in the cam- 
paign of '88, when, it being understood 
that, having collected, or being about 
to collect, some four or five thousand 
dollars from manufacturers and others 
participating in the benefits of tariff 
legislation, he exacted a promise from 
the national committee that he should 
be appointed postmaster general 


"Whatever may be thought, however, 


about the political morality of Mr Dar- 
lington and Mr Wanamaker In the 
transactions above mentioned. It Is a 
thing of the past so far as the treas- 
ury is concerned The legislature of 1897 
passed a law which provides for In- 
terest on deposits of state moneys In 
banking institutions of the state The 
law imposes upon the state treasurer 
and the members of the revenue com- 
mission the duty of selecting the bank- 
Ing Institutions of the state in which 
the moneys shall be deposited, and pro- 
vides for the taking of sufficient se- 
curities therefor This law was drawn 
by the chairman of the Republican or- 
ganization, and received Its earnest 
and active support It passed the sen- 
ate and house with practically a unani- 
mous vote, and I trust will correct the 
abuses of the former system.
